St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 28.— The W o­ 
men’s Organization for Smoke Abate­ 
ment has urged the Business Men’s 
League and the Real Estate Exchange 
to take definite measures to curtail 
the smoke nusiance in St. Louis. 
According to a report made to the 
women’s organization 
recently 
by 
Prof. Ernest L. Olde, of the mechani­ 
cal engineering department of W ash­ 
ington 
University, 
approximately 
20,000 tons of soot fell in St. Louis 
during the six months ending October 
5. 
A supplementary report for tho 
month ending November 
5 
showed 
that soot fall in that month w’as more 
than 50 per cent greater than the 
average of tile preceding six months. 
Prof. Ohle compiled his statistics 
from twelve gauges, set in different 
parts of the city. The average month­ 
ly soot-fa 11 in the six months w'as 
53.7 tons to the square mile. 
The 
heaviest fall w’as near the Eads Bridge 
approach and the mouth of the Ter­ 
minal tunnel. There it was 73.21 tons. 
The next heaviest, 72.43 tom, fell sn 
an apartment house neighborhood. 
In the month ending November 5 
as shown by the gauges at the twelve 
stations, the average rate throughout 
the city w’as 87.35 tons to the square 
mile. 
A plan for smoke abatement pro­ 
posed J>y the Wom en’s Organization 
is that the manufacturers’ committee 
of the Business Men’s League employ 
competent engineers to instruct tho 
♦*ngineers and firemen of manufactur­ 
ing plants in the art of smoke pre- 
vention.

According to a recent report by Hie 
United States bureau of labor s'atis- 
tics, in the first nine months of 1916, 


there were 2,580 strikes and lockouts 


is compared w ith 1,916 in the corre­ 


sponding period of 1915. It is expain­ 
ed that the bureau 
has 
greatly en 
larged its 
territo ry 
of observation 
this year, but even 
so 
the tendency 


toward industrial troubles is disturb: 
ng. The 
controversies 
were found 
mosty in the 
territo ry 
north of the 


Ohio and Potom ac rivers and east of 


the Mississippi, 
where 
206 
strikes 
md six lookouts occurred in Septem ­ 
ber of this year. About one-half of 
these controversies developed in four 


states. 
The ratio between the advance in 
Income and the cost 
of 
living has 
been a prolific source of friction be­ 


tween capital and labor. 
Food 
and 
clothing are more expensive than in 
1915, and w hile m any large corpora­ 
tions have voluntarily increased tho 
pay of their men, 
even 
under 
the 
most favorable 
circum stances there 
has been 
opportunity 
for 
dispute. 


Most of the 
trouble 
developed 
in 
those countries least affected by the 
w ar prosperity and w hich consequent­ 
ly were unable to meet the demands 
of labor. In such instances labor felt 
especially aggrieved because 
it war 


pinched by the cost of living. 
The report shows that up to August 


125 strikes were ended. 
O f these 35 
were won, 24 lost and 38 W’ere com­ 
promised. In eight the strikers return­ 
ed to work under prom ise of the em 


plover to arbitrate the m atters in dis­ 
pute.

It was well written, and is as follows: 


“The first wealth is health,” said 
Emerson. 
This statem ent proves to 
be a very true fact if a person should 
stop and think what our health really 
m eans to us. 
Health stands above ali. 
It does not m atter w hether we are 
trying to solve a difficult problem at 
school or in real life, 
we 
must 
be 
healthy, and to be healthy,, we m ust 
avoid bad habits, w hether they quickly 
or slowly affect us. 
The use of alcohol is a bad habit, 
and lbs m oderate use belongs to the 
class that slowly affect uk. It is slow, 
but it is sure. 
While many people recognize ibe 
disgrace and danger of hard drinking, 
it is very difficult to convince the av­ 
erage m an that the m oderate use of 
alcohol is harmful and that he m ust 
stop using it in order to preserve nor­ 
mal health and prevent mental and 
physical injur}'. 
Alcohol even in com­ 
paratively small doses exercises an in­ 
jurious effect and even paralyzes all 
the finer feelings of both mind and 
body. 
A good way to 
avoid 
the 
w orst 
which is likely to come is to Abstain 
from every form of evil, even in mod­ 
eration. 
You can not play with fire 
without getting burned, 
Stop before 
you start. 
Beware of the beginnings. 
They are the first steps to ruin your 
health and all other good things that 
could be possessed 
by 
you 
in 
this 
world. 
The first glass of alcohol has the 
power to create a desire for another, 
until one glass is not sufficient. 
The 
main argum ent against the m oderate 
drinker is that he does not generally 
stay a m oderate drinker, 
but 
keeps 
right on the road to destruction until 
it is too late. 
The life of a drinker may generally 
be divided into two chapters, but alas! 
how different is their meaning. 
Chap­ 
te r I, “The man could stop drinking 
if he would.” 
Chapter II, “The man 
would stop drinking if he could.” 
Is 
not such a power terrible? 
Yes, in­ 
deed, it is one of 
the 
most 
fearful 
things that can be said against alco­ 
hol. 
Do you wish that it may Clever 
affect you in any way? 
Then refuse 
to take the first glass and the m oder­ 
ate drinking habit which leads to it 
will not be formed. 
Some boys m ight say, “A little beer 
can’t hurt one.

muscles and a sound heart are not 
often in a body made fleshy by drink­ 
ing. 
And, not only the heart, but all the 
organs of circulation, digestion, res­ 
piration, excretion 
and 
the 
special 
senses are dulled and made to suffer 
by even the m oderate use of alcohol. 
The sm allest am ount has a harmful 
effect upon the whole system. 
A m oderate drinker is more liable 
to take diseases than one who never 
uses alcoholic drinks.

A Heavy BondedCity No Credit to Its 
People, Say* An Authority. 


Mayor K e ll e r ,0i South Bend, iud., 
objects to cert ah legal restrain ts u p ­

This he advocated in a re­ 
cent address, whereupon the Times 
of ^outh Bend (which appears ordinar­ 
ily to approve tie principle of muni- 
eipal ownership) has the following to 
say. editorially, much of which is un­ 
usually interest!*#: 
“A heavily horded city is no credit 
to 
its 
people.

municipality 
should be something of an example t > 
the populace. 
Going into debt is bad 
business; ‘lying rides on d e b t’s back.’ 
Especially in public life the present 
that carmot pay its w ay—except 
it 
be for actual necessities—and \vou!d 
shift payment for its conveniences up­ 
on the future, is mortgaging a gener­ 
ation without itj consent, is specula­ 
tive in character, and ought not to be 
tolerated. 
While ordinarily we are 
friendly to municipal ownership of 
public utilities, the way to undertake 
it is by m eans if 
a 
i nking 
fund, 
building up to t. thus accum ulating 
the m eans for a cash start. 
Possibly 
the next generation would not thank 
us to unload upon it a , lot of utility 
junk, and on top of that a m ortgage 
debt securing payment for the junk 
which the paving generation might 
not want. 
“ Besides, Mayor Keller ought not 
to worry his head about more public 
utilities until we can successfully un­ 
crate the one thaf we have, the com­ 
m unity that it was designed to serv** 
being thoroughly saturated.
